All 
the  members  of  the  party  have  received 
copies  of  these  photograpns  since  their 
return  home,  and  they  will  be  careful¬ 
ly  preserved  as  souvenirs  of  an  outing 
that  will  never  be  forgotten  so  long  as 
they  live.

Opposed  to  this  view  of  the  case  are 
other  jurists  who  assert  with  great  posi- 
ti\  eness  that  the  man  "who  offered  the 
bribe  to  the  Mayor  could  be  convicted 
under  the  statute.  The  lawyers  who  take 
this  stand  say  that  it  was  clearly  the 
intent  of  the  briber  to  influence  the  Mayor 
in  the  commission  of  what  the  briber 
considered  to  be  an  official  act  of  the 
latter.  This  intent,  it  is  said,  would  go 
far  toward  deciding  the  judgment  of  a 


jury  in  favor  of  a  conviction,  should 
the  case  come  to  trial. 

The  fact,  it  is  also  pointed  out,  that 
the  executive  of  a  great  municipality  like 
Philadelphia  should  be  subjected  to  solici¬ 
tations  from  irresponsible  and  unscrupu¬ 
lous  persons  desirous  of  obtaining  public 
office  would  be  sufficient  to  warrant  a 
jury  in  bringing  in  a  verdict  of  guilty.
